SACRIFICING THE RIGHT TO 


STRIKE. 
The coa! strike in Illinois, with the menace of 


‘winter days of misery which it emphasizes, has 
brought a statement from Gov. Lowden which 
commands the attention of the state and nation. 
After a conference on the strike and genera] coal 
situation Sunday the gevernor issued a statement 


which said in part: 
“ Whatever the merits of this claim, it is per- 


fectly clear that they (the strikers) have gone the 
wrong: way about it to correct this inequality. A 
contract was made covering a period of two years. 
If the men who were parties to that contract now 


attempt te modify it by striking, the very princi- 
ple of collective bargaining is assailed. Unless 
a contract between employer and employé is held 
sacred and inviolable, collective bargaining itself 
will go by the board. If the contract does injus-| 
tice to the day men in inines their remedy is not 
to strike but to appeal to the commission which 
made award to correct: such injustice.” 

But the men have struck. In the face of the 
worst coal shortage which has threatened the 
country, have abrogated their contract. 
Lightless, heatiess, workless, and possibly food- 
less days which were already threatened through- 
out the country by lack of coal production and 
distribution have been made more certain by their 
action. The machinery set up for the peaceful 
settlement of their grievances has been scorned. 
They threaten the comfort and prosperity of the 


Even if, as Gov. Lowden says, and ag seems 
true, there is merit in their claims, they have no 
excuse for showing no consideration for the wel- 
fare of the rest of the public. The laws and agen-

We are left to make our own inferences as to 
what Murphy will do when he gets out. The most 
natural inference is that whatever he wil) do will 
not be pleasant for those whom he considers re 
sponsible for his months itn jail. The fact that « 


man still) under indictment on a murder charge, and 
stil) in jail cam make such a threat indicates the 
contempt in which he holds the authorities. This 


contempt plainly is based upon exactly such ctir- 


cumstances ag those which now promise his re 


lease. As long as such conditions are possible there 


will be contempt for the law and those authorized to 
enforce it. 


In this case the prisoners’ hope of release is 
based upon the state's attorney's assertion that 
he cgnnot convict and will not go to trial in the 


absence of his two chief witnesses. These witnesses 


are Tony Cifaldo and Tony Pusco. They were 
freed on writs of habeas corpus, obtained, it is 
now clear, for the purpose of allowing them to dis- 
appear. The fact that they did disappear, promptly 
and completely, proves that the writs were ob- 
tained for that purpose. 

On the surface it is all legal and proper. Below 
the surface it is anything but that. It hgs worked 
out to prevent a trial in one of the most notorious 
murder cases of recent years. It ahould not be 


allowed to end there. The bar association has 
séMfie powers. It can investigate the activity of 


thé lawyers who obtained the writs.. It can dig 
below the surfaces and expose the influences which 


operated between the ynderworld and the court.

must be properly cured and dried, for 
they frequently mold because moisture 
slowly given off from the seeds cannot 


Probably a better way is to store 
the seeds in small cloth sacks and 
hang them up or piace them in a box 
covered with mosquito wire netting. 
This allows the moisture to escape and 
will keep out mice. It is not safe to 
store seeds in a basement or a room 
where there is moisture. Keep them* 
in a dry place.
